Request for Continued Examination 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1. 1 14, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 . 17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office action under Ex 
Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been 
timely paid, prosecution in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1. 1 14. 
Applicant's submission filed on 5/15/06 has been entered. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The Information disclosure Statement filed on 5/15/06 has been considered. 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 
CFR 1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than 
the payment of the issue fee. 
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2. The application has been amended as follows: 

Cancel claims 15-29 and 50-52 (non-elected claims without traverse). 
Claim 1 has been amended as following: 

—7. A method of forming a nearly planar dielectric film on a metal layer, comprising: 
forming a metal layer having a predetermined maximum feature spacing; 
forming an oxide layer on the metal layer using a two-layers TEOs-based 
procedure with a first layer having a deposition rate higher than a deposition rate 
of the second layer; 
facet-etching the oxide layer; and 
reflowing at least a portion of the oxide layer.— 
Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
applicant's attorney, Mr. David Vu on behalf of Mr. Suneel Arora, on February 20, 2006. 

3. Claims 7 and 8 are allowable. Accordingly, the restriction requirement as to the 
encompassed species is hereby withdrawn and claims 44-49, directed to another species are no 
longer withdrawn from consideration since all of these claims (44-49) depend from an allowed 
claim. However, claims 15-29 and 50-52, directed to other species are remain withdrawn from 
consideration (and now canceled for the reasons set forth above) since these claims do not 
depend upon or otherwise include all the limitations of an allowed generic claim as required by 
37 CFR 1.141. 

In view of the above noted withdrawal of the restriction requirement as to the linked 
species, applicant(s) are advised that if any claim(s) depending from or including all the 
limitations of the allowable generic linking claim(s) be presented in a continuation or divisional 
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application, such claims may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double 
patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application. Once a restriction requirement is 
withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are no longer applicable. See In re Ziegler, 44 F.2d 
1211, 1215, 170USPQ 129, 131-32 (CCPA 1971). See also MPEP § 804.01. 

Thus, claims 1-5, 7-8 and 44-49 are allowed and renumbered as 1-3, 5, 6, 7, 12, 4, 8, 9, 
10, 11, 13, and 14, respectively. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art taken 

either singly or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest the method steps of: a) 
forming an oxide layer on the metal layer using a two-layers TEOs-based procedure with 
a first layer having a deposition rate higher than a deposition rate of the second layer, as 
recited in claim 1 ; b) forming the first oxide layer used a TEOS-based procedure at a first 
deposition rate and forming the second oxide layer used a TEOS-based procedure at a 
second deposition rate of wherein the second deposition rate is less than the first 
deposition rate, as recited in claims 4 and 7-8; and c) forming a portion of the oxide layer 
using a TEOs-based procedure at a first deposition rate having a tendency to form voids 
and forming a portion of the oxide layer using a TEOs-based procedure at a second 
deposition rate having a tendency to form substantially no voids or fewer voids than the 
first deposition rate, as recited in claim 5; especially when these limitations are 
considered within the specific combination claimed.
